W alker reports that several of the 
large pipeline companies operating 
in that district hav** recently reduced 
the amount of oil they will handle 
through their pipe lines, in an ef­ 
fort to hold up the price of oil. 
The Magnolia. Empire, Texas and 
Prairie companies have announced 
that they will accept for transporta­ 
tion through their pipe lines only 50 
per cent of the potential production 
of the various producers they serve. 
It is reported that

the opinion that the* necessity which 
prompted the orders will have been 
outlived wi.hin a few months. The 
application of the rule has resulted 
in the shut'ing down of a number 
of wells in the fields affected, end 
the lessening of production in other 
wells. 
The condition of congestion whlcn 
rendered the order necessary is said 
to be purely local and to effect only 
the fields mentioned above.

RECOGNITION OF RUSSIA. 
Certain members of congress and others who are advo­ 
cating the recognition of the soviet government ct Russia, 
in order that the United States may trade with that country— 
or rather in order to put the government back of such trad­ 
ing— might learn something from the opinion of John Sparge, 
Socialist author. 
% 
Mr. Sparge went to Russia with a deputation which in­ 
cluded another well-known Socialist, and he went for the 
purpose of learning what he could about the soviet govern­ 
ment. 
His judgment is that “so long as the bolsheviki re­ 
main in power and maintain their present policy there can be 
no security for foreign capital invested in Russia.** 
“It is absolutely impossible for American business men 
to rely on the honesty of its leaders in their dealings with 
the soviet government,*’ Mr. Sparge told a committee of the 
senate. “The reason why the bolshevik! are so eager to 
obtain recognition, that it inspires their incessant and costly 
propaganda, is itself a sufficient reason for denying that 
recognition.*’ 
If Mr. Sparge went to Russia with any prejudice it was 
in favor of the soviet principles, but he saw enough in Russia 
to convince him of the utter dishonesty of the men in con­ 
trol of the soviet government. 
In spite of the judgment of men who know something 
of the facts regarding Russia, there is some agitation in this 
oumtandtnp in yesterday’s session 
country for recognition of Lenine anti Trotsky, in order that 
' dm passage in the house of th* 


th e United States may obtain its share of the business which 
Russia is reported to be ready to give to n a tio n s willing to 
forget the bloody deeds of the bolshevik! and run the risk 
of being stabbed in the back by tricky leaders.
